The decade of (the 80's has been marked by an increased 
intcrcst ln the Pacific Rim countries, mumerous Success stories 
of Asian immi8grants，and extensive coveragec of the academic 
achicvcments of the mythical Asian American "model minor- 
ity.” At (the sanc time，we have cxpericnced a backlash and 
rc-cmecrgencc of anti-ASian Violence.， Over the past five ycars， 
we havc witncessed (the brutal murders of Chinese American 
draftsman Vinccnt Chin in Detroit and Vietnamese high 
school student Thong Hy Hyung in Davis，police brutality and 
USC 0f excessivye force against Chinesec immigrant Long Guang 
Huang in Boston，and most recently，the beating of two Cam- 
bodian refugees in Medford，Massachusetts. 

In addition to blatant acts of physical violence， 
of ASian Americans have becn attacked 
lecss harnmful ways，as evidenced by: US En8glish'"s campaign to 
make Ensglish the official languagc of _ California，a_ national 
Push _ toward buying products "made in Amecrica,” legislative 
attempts t0O pass represSsive lmmlegration reform，and the recent 
PrFOliferation of ne8ative Stereotypes by commcrcial media and 
rhe Hollywood film industry. 

Over 20 community organizations joincd forccs to organize 
and sponsor an ail-day conferencec on May 10 entitied “Break 
thc Silence: A Conference on Anti-ASian Violence." 

Almost 200 people attended the conference，whose 8oals 
were to Share information about the problecm and its,causes， 
discuss and dcvelop Strategies for combatting and preventing 
further attacks and form a network for future action Sur- 
rounding the issue. Those who attcnded the conference 
included: civil rights activists，educators，1lawyers，community 
Secrvice providcrs，labor organizers，media makers，students，and 
othcr concernced individuals. 

The particlipation and attendance at this conference was an 
affirmative demonstration of the broad-based concern which 
exists about the rise in anti-Asian violence. Proceedings from 
"Break he _ Silence” will be printed and distributed to confer- 
encc participants and lintcrcsted individuals， One of the 
coOncrecte ways we can reslst anti-Asian Sentiment is to rally 
around and oppose the "English only"” initiative which is likely 
to qualify for the Novembcer ballot， Only through a united 
cffort of cducation and action will the rights of Asian 
Americans be protected and maintained.

AsaLure forWestern Tourism 


By JACK EPSTEIN 


LHASA, China (PHS) - China 
once did lts best to stamp out this 
Himalayan nation's Buddhist cul- 
ture. Now it is breathing new lfe 
into old Tibetan waySs，with the 
goal of luring thousands of West- 
ern toUrlstS. 

Eor the frst time Since Invading 
thlis once-independent nation ln 
1951, China has begun relaxing lts 
closed door policy on Tibet. 

The relaxation is part of the hb- 
erallzation pollcy of Premier Deng 
XIao Ping，but also the result of 
economalc necesSSlty. 

Tibet ls China's poorest Prov- 
Ince 一 average per caplta Income 1s 
$10S$ 一 and most food and almost 
all construction materlals mmust be 
Imported from other provinces. 
After years of fghting indepen- 
dence-minded guerrillas，Chlina 
has the enormous expense of 
maintaining an estimated 2530;000 
troops. According to the Far 区 as- 
ef co101tC 尺 eziezu iibethas cost 
China approximately $2.7 billion 
between 1952 and 1983. 

Premier Deng 1s hoplng that 
Tibets unique culture and moun- 
tainous setting will attract enough 
Visitors to help recoup thelr losses， 
earn forelign exchange and develop 
the reglon. 

Already government officlials are 
talking as if Tibet 1S a _ potential 
tourist gold mline. 

“Tibet 1s one of our hottest 
attractions” said Wang Jun，a 
SPokesman for the Chlinese delega- 

tion to the Unlted Nations. 

Thus，China 'lis investing Il- 
Tions to create a touUrist infrastruc- 
ture and has recently built roads， 
hotels and restaurants ln and 
around the once forbldden capital 
city of Lhasa, with a population of 

1$0;000. According to the 忆 ozzdom 
Opserzen almost half of the clty'S 
Work force has a tourlist-related 
]ob. 

This 12,300-foot-high city ls the 
starting point for most tourists. 
Currently，Lhasa has one luxXUry 
2000-bed hotel, four budget Inns 
and at least elght restaurants- 
There are also plans to _ build a 
brewery So toUrIStS will have a con- 
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Stant SUPPply of beer. 
Ironlically，thlis Buddhlist-doml: 
nated culture that the Chinese are 
hoping will attract touUrlst dollars 
ls the same culture the government 
of Mao Tse Tung almost annlihil- 
lated. During the Cultural Revohu- 
tion rellglon was outlawed and 
thousands of monasteries and tem- 
ples were destroyed and plundered. 
Priceless religlous artifacts were 
sent to China to be sold in Hong 
Kong, and gold and silver statues 
were melted down into bulllon . 
Chinese Soldiers beat and 1m- 
Prisoned monks and even report- 
edly ran rellglious hermaits ouUt of 
thelir isolated mountaln caves. 
Monasteries became granaries, ma- 
chline shops and department Stores. 
Lhasas malin temple, the Jokhang， 
was converted lnto a slaughter- 


house. 有 
Over a million died as a direct 


result of the occupation, elther by 
fghting，starvVation，forced labor 
or imprisonment, according to the 
Dalai Lama, the pre-eminentmonk 
of Tibetan Buddhbhlsm . 

The Dalai Lama was both the 
nation's temporal and .spiritual 
leader before the .Chinese take- 
over. He fed in 1959 after a general 
UPprising against the Chinese and 
now lives in India with 110;000 
other expatriates and heads 3a goV- 
ernment In exile. 

But the Deng governmeat is 
making amends by allowing reli- 
gious freedoms and by spending 
$2.5 million to restore the dam- 
aged temples and monasteries. The 
result has been a Virtual religious 
reVlival. 

Most houses fy colorful prayer 
fags, and the countrysidels strewWwn 
with piles of manl Stones 一 a coOm- 
Ion expression of Prayer 一 Shrines 
and altars for burning Incense. 
Men and women Spin prayer wheels 
and recite mantras，Monks and 
pilgrims beseech Visitors for pic- 
tures of the Dalal Lama. 

On most days at the Jokhang， 
inside and outside the temple, the 
devout，wearing makeshlft knee 
pads and gloves made out of card- 
board, repeatedly prostrate them- 
selves by diving onto the foor and 
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then stretching full length towards 
the shrine. For the frst tme in 23 
years Tibetans celebrated one of 
their mostimportant religious holi- 
days，Monlam Chenmo，or the 
great prayer festival. 

Yet despite these new liberties, a 
seething resentment against oOccU- 
pation remains and prominent exX- 
jles _ are skeptical about Chinese 
intentions.“Any real freedom of 
religion involves study, Seminaries， 
teaching，writing and debate, and 
none of that's going on sald TIen- 
zin Tethong，the Dalai Lama's 
spokesman in New York. “Its 
aimed to a _ large extent for the 
tourist trade， 

The initial opening of Tibet to 
tourism occurred in 1980 in closely 
SuperVised excurslons that cost 
hundreds of dollars a day and it 
was only recently that nearly any 
toUrist could travel freely with a 
Dermit from the police. 

Chinese efforts to bolster Tibet- 
an tourism appear to be working. 
Atourist official has stated that the 
number of visitors jumped from 
2,;000 in 1984 to 5$,000 lastyear. He 
added that he expects 20,000 in 
1986 and more than 200;000 by 
the turn of the century.” 

Notall Tibetans arehappy about 
the open door policy. 9ome com- 
plain about the infHux of Western 
infuence and clte the popularity 
among the youth of learning Eng- 
lish. Some cringe at the showing in 
Lhasa movie theaters of US flms 
that glorify violence such as 9Syl- 
vester Stallone's FL B1ood 一 工 - 
betans Buddhists Placeahlighvalue 
on all forms of life. 

Others are angry about the in- 
truslon of Westerners Intoaunique 
Buddhist burial rite that 1S per- 
formed daily on the outskirts of 
Lhasa, known as the celestial sKy 
burial.， Corpses are chopped up 
and bones crushed and mlxed with 
fesh, yak butter and barley four. 
They arethen left for vultures who 
Swarm over the bones until nothing 
is left. Tibetans believe that the 
blirds take the souls to paradise. 

At first, these burlials became a 
rottine Stop for tourlists， Finally， 
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traumatic forced immigration 
exXperience - leaving their 
own _ family members，often 
without any belongings，1oss 
of both social and monetary 
Status. Also，being in Amer- 
ica is a completely different 
cuUlture，” 

The reason for the joint 
themes of separation and 1oss， 
said Leung，is that "the two 
things usually go together. 
Loss is often the end result 
of separation， Being separated 
from their family members 
and their homeland， often 
these 1losses are permanent. 

"In many instances,” he 
went-、on， "it"s even Imore 
Severe and traumatic than 
when someone dies. If they 


were .back in the homeland， 
there are many ways to 
FeSsOIVeit BUGEherneangg 


country where there are not 
to0 many people who are 
familiar with thelir culture， 
especially among the mental 
,health professionals， they're 
without the usual means to 
deal with these 1osseS,"， 

In his lecture，Dr， Wang 
said that the Chinese customas 
for mourning，which date 
back  _ thousands of years， 
Serve 3aS 8 catharsis to deal 
with grief. These customs 
include burning paper money， 
keepling the coffin in the 
house for Several days，crying 
openly at the funeral，conti- 
nuing the ritual and festivity 
for 49 days，and chanting 
Taoistic writings to _ help the 
deceased pass through hell on 
the way to Heaven. 

"After the funeral， the 
altar is set up with a photo- 
graph of the deceased，along- 
side the altar for the other 
ancestors.。， Then of course 
you 8o to visit the grave at 
least two times a year. But 
for the first three years，you 
go0 much more often,” Said 
Wang. 


"Visiting the grave is 
Something of a ritual too， 
Usually the woman in the 
house will cry out 1loud 
about the 1loss，but also tell 
the deceased what's been 
happening Since， even to 


complain how much hardship 
the death has caused to her 
and the family.” 


山 
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Center 
agreed with Wang about the 
value of Chinese customs in 
coming to _ terms with death. 
However，she said that in the 
US the customs 
mixed blessing because "much 


of the tradition is lost over - 


here. So there's really 3 
Sense of double 1loss. They 
lose their cultural Support， 
rituals，and the totality of 
dealing with death 
dying.” 


Leung said the tradition of 
Chinese _ extended -families 
could also turn out to be no 
advantage in the US， "In 
many instances，the Support 
of the family is no longer 
available _ because of the 
separation. And many of the 
American-born Asians no 
longer have extended families 
because of the process of 
acculturation." 

To illustrate the differ= 
ences between _ traditional 
Chinese values and American 
values in confronting death， 
Dr，Wang played a tape of a 
Sad lullaby by the 19th cen- 
tury Austrian composer Franz 
Schubert:

Victimization of Prostitutes in the Philippines ， 


Sister Sol' Urges Reform of 
Military Base Mentality

BERKELEY - The victmlza- 
tion of prostitutes in the Philp- 
pines by the millitary base System 
of the US was the focus of a Bay 
Area vilsit a few weeks ago by Sils- 
ter Mary Soledad Perplignan of the 
Good Shepherd Sisterhood. She jls 
a founding member of the Philip- 
pines-based Third World Move- 
ment Against the Exploitation of 
Women and speaks frequently at 
women's conferences throughonut 
the world . 

Sister Sol, as She ls called, was In 
Berkeley to address an audience at 
the Graduate Theologlical Unlon. 
Her stop in Berkeley was the occa- 
slon for the last of several Speeches 
she gave In American clties. 

The Philippines has been amain 
US mallitary outpost for about 80 
years. For the past 40 years, Clark 
Air Force Base and Sublc Naval 
Station in the Phillppines have 
given the US a strateglc Presence 
in the Pacifc， 

Around these mallitary OUtposts 
have SPprouted large“red-lght dls- 
trlcts， Servlclng Amerlcan SerVlce- 
men stationed throughout the Pa- 
cifc and Southeast Asia. 

FOR GRANTED 

“This mallitary prostitdtion，oOFr 
“base-related prostitution' 1s Some- 
thing that has been taken for 
granted，stated Silster 9ol. Many 
people justify the abuse and ex- 
Ploitation of women for the recre- 
ation needs of the soldiers” She 
noted that during a weekend meet- 
ing recently at a Vallejo，Califor- 
nla ， church，many members of 
the congregation condoned base- 
related prostitution on the grounds 
that servicemen must relleve Some 
of the tension that accompanies 
military life. he congregation 
Imembers argued further that since 
the mallitary personnel are Protect- 
ing the interests of both the US 
and the country where the bases 
are_ located，it ls reasonable for 
them to use the services of the local 
Prostitutes. 

“Its a very typilcal argument>” 
sald Sister Sol1]，who was not SUT- 
prised to hear many of the church- 
goling people condone the base- 
related prostitution . 

“The starting premise of a good 
number of people ls that the pros- 
titution ls part of the scenery》” 
9lster Sol explained.“They don't 
react to it. They don't think it's a 
Problem for Christian ethlics2 

“Prostitution ls a violation of 
human rights,，” she continued . 
“When you argue from that prem- 
ise，you donm't distinguish forced 
Prostitution from voluntary pros- 
titution” or prostitution in the 
Unlted States from .overseas base- 
related prostitution . 

VIOLENCE 


One aspect of prostitution that 


Sister Sol alljuded to was the vio- - 


lence by Amerlcan servlcemen 
against the Prostitutes.“One ques- 
tion that must be looked into is 
whether the mijlitary's training pro- 
cedure may be amajor infuence in 
the violent treatment of prostitutes 
by servicemen， Sister Sol said . 


She mentioned the theory that 


the malllitary establlshment con- 
dones the_ exploitation of Prostl- 
tutes to de-humanlze the service- 
Imen before they are Sent lnto 
battle. 

One man in the audience agreed 
with this theory， He mentioned 
that his brother，who was in the 
Vietnam War told him that the 
mallitary Urged the servicemen to 
treat the local prostitutes with little 
regard. 

9he pointed out 让 是 whlle the 
US millitary expects the local o 人 二- 
clials to make sure that prostitutes 
have health checks regularly, there 
are DO PrIroVvlslIons to Protect the 
prostitutes from diseases from 
American servicemen. She claimed 


that this is the most frequent way 
Filipino prostitutes get Sexually 
transmaltted diseases，

CRITICAL ISSUES 

After that lssue was resolved， 
the students continued to meet， 
with all of them deeply concerned 
with the quality ofeducation in the 
SFE school distrlct. When asked to 
Present what they felt were crltical 
lsSSues in the district, the students 
came UP with a list. The board was 
expecting the regular complaints 
about school cafeteria food and re- 
cess time. 

“But thats not what we com- 
plained about. We complained 
about Some teachers [being] in- 
competent. We wanted something 
to be done about that. We had 
high school Students graduating 
untested. They could not read， 
could not write but [were] getting 
high school diplomas.

(了 ROC) for the space set aside 
for birthplace. 

Apparently many Chinese 
Permancnt residents originally 
from Taiwan routinely put in 
"ROC"” when they apply for 
Te-entry permits which they 
use for international travel. 

Officially，the US does not 
recognize the 8overnment of 
Taiwan as ROC even though 
the Taiwan government 
insists on being called 
"Republic of China."” The US 
considers Taiwan to be part 
of China and the legitimate 
government of China -to be 
the one residing in Beijing.
